the Insurgent leader Guevarra &nd his 
entire command down the coast. Oue- 
.Tarra'a oommand consists of Rafael 
Sabaatlan, A'bakl and 88 other officers, 
189 men and 161 rifles. Three hundred 
iaaurgents with 1:^1 riflea are expect- 
ed to arrive at CatbaJogan, Samar, to 
enrrander formally to th« American 
aatborttlea. Three bolomen, 28 of 
them amed with riflea, surrendered 
at Sulat. also in Samar. Guevarra 
encceeded General Lukban to the 
command of the insurgent forces in 
fiaaoar when the latter waa captu'-ed 
laat Pebmary. 

At a farowcll banquet here to the 
officers of the Ninth infantry. Acting 
Civil Governor Luke E. Wright paid 
a glowing tribute to the military 
forcea. He aald the amy. under cir- 
cumstances of surprising difficulty, 
had paved th« way for the work of 
the civil authorities, and that only a 
l<ew cases of friction between the two 
kranohea of foremment had occurred. 
He said that Qeneral Chaftee, whose 
opinion might at times have differed 
from that of the civil authorities, had 
been a most loyal supporter of civil 
rtt)a. 

Captain L. W. V. Kennon of the 
Sixth cavalry reports from the Island 

of Negros thp surrender of the ladrone 
leader Rufo, with 158 ofltoera and men 
of his command, together with 12 
guaa. 140 boloa, aevea apeara and a 
faw.rarrolTera aad daggera. Captain 
Kanaon says this surrender means the 
opening up of the whole of the south- 
ern coast of the island of Negros. 
After Fapa lalo, Rufo was tlve moat 
laiportaat ladrone chief on the tslaad. 
He promises to foroe Papa lalo and 
bis few remaining followers to sur- 
render. Papa Isio was appointed a 
colonel in the insurgent army biy Qen- 
«al Malvar one year ago. 

ASSISTANT DAY 



Makes a Btatement About Proeaentlon 
of Meat Trust. 
Chicago, April 28.— William A. Day, 
assistant to Attorney General Knox, 

aad special counsel to the interstate 
commeicc conimission, arrived In Chi- 
cago to confer with District Attorney 
B. H. Bethea, relative to taking action 
against the ao-called beet truat Ui. 
Day said he did not bring with him 
the application for an injunrtion, 
which the attorney general had order- 
ed filed against the packing Arms of 
Aimow A Company, Swift & Com- 
piay, Nelson Morris ft Company, G. 
H. Hammond Packing rompany, Cud- 
ahy Packing company and the 
Schwarzscbild & Sulzberger com- 
pany. Further be aald no bills would 
be filed by him at onoe. The matter 
of tho investigation, he said, hau been 
placed entirely in the haiuls of Dis- 
trict Attorney Bethea, 

Attorney Day said: "I waot to cor- 
raot a mlaconceptlon of my position 
in this case. 1 am here nuerely as the 
representative of Attorney General 
Knox. Dls.ric't Attorney Uethea Is to 
have aole charge of the prosecution. 
I haTe not authority to direct hia ac- 
tions, but merely to convey to him 
certain instructions of his Bui>eriore 
in Washington as to the outMne of the 
bllla. I have also brought some addl- 
tiooal eirtdeace which I secured in 
New York. This will be sifted by 
him and will be used to aopplement 
to his proof of the existence of a 
meat truet. I do not think the biiU 
will be di»KA hurriedly as tuey must 
ataad the severest aoruntlny of some 
of the best corporation lawyers. For 
thda reason tare must be taken, to 
withstand the assaults of a demurrer. 
I hATO no authority to say anything 
ooncemiag the arldance I have secur- 
ed. It Is sufficient' to sUte that the 
attorney general has approved of the 
proofs secured by Mr. Bethea and my- 
aalf, aiad unless he was certain that 
wa had atront eyldeace to support 
tkt applications for iaJunctlOB undvr 
the Sherman anti trust law he would 
not have ordered the prosecution 
atartad at this time.

Up to the present time the fipee>hcs 
all have een ma<ie by minority mem- 
bers of the Philippine committee, but 
it is stated that other Democratic sen- 
atora have promised to lift their 
voices in opposition to the bill, among 
them being Messrs. Turner, Clay and 
Simmons. Senator Hoar al.so lia.s 
made known his intention to speak on 
the bill, but It is not expected that 
he w411 be heard during the preaent 
week. 



HALF MILLION LOST. 

?fuiiil»er of BuildlnK", Vl'lth Contentu, 
Destroyed by Klre. 
Glens Falls, N. Y., April 28.— A dis- 
astrous fire vlalted Olens Falls, caus- 
ing a property loss estimated at over 
loUO.OOO. Au« lire started in the cloth- 
InK i<tnrp of We^bli Brothers, on vj.i-u 
Street, and from thence spread to the 
large plant of Joseph Fowler Shirt 
and OoUar company, occupying ii>e 
upper story of nearly the entire block. 
Then fanned by high wind, the flames 
communicated to neighboring build- 
ings. The destruction of the Fowler 
shirt plant throws nearly 800 oper- 
atlrea out of employment, and 20o 
more will be out of work tempornrily. 
It is thought the insurance will nearly 
coTer the losses. 



Loubet Will Be Represented. 
Paris, April 28.— In addition to the 
offlcials whose names were cabled as 
composing the French mission which 
will attend the nuTelllng of the Ro- 
chambeau monument «t Washington 
May 24, President Loubet will be per- 
sonally represented by his staff ofBcer, 
Lieutenant Colonel Meaux Saint-Ma- 
rie, Paul Renouard, the artist, and 
MIchella Crave, head of one of the 
divisions of ministry of commerce, 
will also accompany the ml.ssion, 
which with a staff officer for General 
Brugre, th^ commander-in-chief of the 
French army will comprise 16 mem- 
bers. The battleship Oaulols, which 
will take the mission to the United 
States, leaving Toulon May 5, will go 
to Baltimore.

OLD MEMBERS BARRED FROM HALL 



Feeling Intenaifled Among the Partlee 
Involved la the Brewery Leek* 
out at (;inrlnuatl— Trouble 
Narrowly Averted. 



Cincinnati, April 28. — Serious trou- 
ble waa narrowly averted at a meet- 
ing called to organise a local union 

of stationary engineers to take the 
place of Union 18, whose charter was 
recently revoked In conneriloii with 
the protracted trouble between the 
englneera and the United Brewery 
Workmen. The executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor 10 
days apo ordered the engineers to 
shut oft steam in breweries employing 
nonunion men. The brewery proprie- 
tors secured an injunction. When the 
engineers complied with the order of 
the court, which was In conflict wltn 
the order of the federation, their char- 
ter was revoked. The old officers and 
members of union No. 18 appeared at 
Workmen hall to explain that their 
charter hail not been regularly or le- 
gally revoked and to protest against 
organizing a new local union until the 
order of the court waa disposed of. 
None of these old members were ad- 
mitted to the hall, and some of them 
were roughly bandied on the outside. 
A temporary UBloa waa afterward or- 
ganized. 

This new union will send Its appli- 
cation at once to the International 
union for admission, and a meeting 
win be held here next Sunday to per- 
fect a permanent organization under 
the new charter that is expected by 
that time. None of the englneera em- 
ployed In the breweries In Cincinnati. 
Newport and Covington joined the 
new union. They claim that they are 
still members of union No. 18, whose 
charter, they hold, was not revoked 
In the proper manner, and that they 
are prevented from complying with 
the finding of the American Federa- 
tion by a restraining order cf tin* 
court. The fight haus inteosifled the 
feeling here among those Involved In 
the brewery lockout, which haa been 
in progress for months. 

Prsnch Electiona. 
Paris, April 28— Paris has not elect- 
ed a single ministerialist to the cham- 
ber of deputies. Eight Nationalists, 
six anti-ministerialists and three Con- 
servatives were returned. It was the 
worst defeat the government has ever 
sustained In Paris. The ministerial- 
ists lost four peats and another new 
constituency was won by the Nation- 
alists. The deputies elected Include 
Mm. MiUevoye (Nationalist), Georges 
Berry (Nationallat). Loekroy (Radl 
cal) and Vaillsnt (Revolutionary So- 
cialist), who were members of the re- 
tiring chamber and M. Klourens 
(Progressist). M. Mesureur (Radical 
Socialist). A retiring deputy was re- 
placed by M. Syreton (Nationalist). 
Rcballqting will occur in 29 districts. 
The NatlonalistH. however, suffered a 
severe check In Algiers, whore M. Dru 
mont, the notorious anii-scmlte. wa^ 
turned out by a majority of 800. 
Among the prominent d«putles re> 
elected to the chamber is Count Bonl 
De Casteilune (Progressist). 

Sons of the Revolution. 

Washington, April 28. — Arrange- 
ments have been completed for the 
national congress of the Sous of the 
American Revolution, which assem- 
bles in this city Wednesday. The ses- 
sions of the congress will be held at 
the new Willard hotel. The arrival of 
delegates has commenced. While the 
congreaa does not assemble until 
Wednesday, a ceremony ot consider- 
able Interest will be held Tuesday at 
Congressional cemetery, when a com- 
mittee of distinguished New York del- 
egates win visit the cemetery for tbc 
purpose of placing one of the society 
markers at the grave of General 
George Clinton, an aide to General 
Waahlngt on In planning cam palgaa. 

Double Killino. 
Nacogdoches, Tex., April 28.— A 
double killing occurred at Palestine 
church, three miles west of this city. 
At the close of a singing convention, 
after a heated argument, E>lse Clifton 
pulled his pistol and shot Jim Cleven- 
ger in the chin, the bullet passing 
through his bead, kilUag him instant- 
ly. Then some one shot Clifton 
through the heart He died without 
speaklag. Fraak Clevenger, a brother 
of Jim Clevenger, told Sherif Spradly 
that he would surrender Monday. 

Wages Increased.

From time to time, as the raptain 
meets a good fellow be compliments 
him by adding his name to the list of 
those who will attend the funeral. 

It will not be a doleful party, how- 
ever. Instead the raptain proposes 
that there shall be mirth and merry- 
making. He has prescribed that his 
funeral guests shall smoke 25-cent ci- 
gars and drink nothing but the rarest 
of vintage all the way. In the apark- 
ling champagne they will drink to the 
future welfare of their host, who will 
be riding in solemn state "in the hag- 
gage coach ahead." 

On arriving at Cincinnati the cort- 
ege will be met by Weber's band, 
which will escort the parade to the 
creamatory. There all that Is mortal 
of Captain Norton will be converted 
into ashes and will be placed In an 
urn that has provided for the purpose, 
and which ha koapa at the Aadtterlum 
box office. 

One of the captain's latest whims 
was to set aside one hour each Friday 
morning to bear troubles. To proper 
ly receive his visitors he had made a 
full policeman's uniform. I-^ch Fri- 
day morning he arrays himself in this 
and spends one hour at his office to 
hear talea.

Chicago, April 28.— Hon. J. Sterling 
Morton, former secretary of agricul- 
ture, died Sunday afternoon at Lake ^ 
V\>rreat, at the home of his son, Mark 
Morton. For several weeks Mr. Morton 
had been falling. A week ago lio was 
■brought from hi.s home at .Nebraska 
City, Neb., to Lake Forrest, for med- 
ical treatment. The change brought 
no Improvement and he failed gradu- 
ally until death came. The arrange- 
ments for the funeral are a.s yet In- 
complete, but it has been determined 
that aervlces will be held at Lake For- 
rest at i o'clock Taaaday, after which 
the remains will be removed to Mr. 
Morton's country homo at Arbor 
Lodge, near Nebraska City, where 
services will be held on Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

The lllnesa of Secretary Morton 
dates from last November, when he 
contracted a severe cold while .«peak- 
ing at the sLocli shou in < 'lii( au;(>. The 
cold ran Ini} an attack uf la gripiie. 
aad Mr. Morton was in a hospital for 
some time, vv'ehn he w«tf able to do 
so he returned to his home in Ne- 
braska t;ity, where he suITerrd a re- 
lapae. After a i)artial recovery be 
left, early In March, for the City of 
Mexico, expecting to restore his 
health. During his stay in the south- 
ern country a (li:-ca:-e of the bronchial 
arteries developed, and he icturned 
north. 

The interment will be at Nebraska 
City. A special train bearing the re- 
mains of Mr. Morton and members ot 
his family r id friends will leave l*ke 
l orest at 4 o'clock Tue:-day afternoon 
for Nebraska City. Death was due to 
earahral thrombns.

{(rice than that person could ftet beef 
roD the packers. It is sUted the pack- 
era will Boon iBBue a statement to the re- 
tail iQeat dealers prohibiting them to 
supply another dealer with any kind of 
meat; that any butcher violating this 
order will not be fumlBbed with any kind 
of meat, either from the local or ootaide 
pickera. If th« meat combine enloitee 
thia arbitrary order it will mean acoreB 
of retail stores in several parte of the 
city will have to close, the liill-top butch- 
er who now getB 30 and 35 oenta a pound 
for choice steak will have to evtn ad* 
vance on this price and the njeat M 
bine will have made another strike in 
killing oti' retail dealers. This lirtsit 
phase of the meat trust's stand is caosing 
a great ileal of alarm among the butchers 
of this city. 

Why should the packers object to a 
dealer disposing of his meat in My poB 
sible way ' The dealer has certainly got 
a right to even give it away, if he sees fit 
to do so.
